After  briefly  reviewing  the  history  of  Scrapie,  the  picture  illustrates  the 
key  symptoms,  indicated  methods  of  careful  diagnosis,  and  tells  ways  of 
combatting  the  disease.  Because  Scrapie  is  so  difficult  to  detect  in  early  stages, 
its  danger  to  the  Nation's  sheep  flocks  is  pointed  out.  An  outbreak  of  the 
disease  in  1952  is  cited  and  the  prompt  measures  of  control  and  eradication 
is  depicted.  Since  the  sheep  in  the  picture  actually  have  the  disease  and 
exhibit  the  various  symptoms,  and  post-mortem  and  laboratory  findings  are 
explained,  this  film  should  be  of  particular  value  to  practicing  veterinarians, 
veterinary  college  students,  state  and  county  authorities,  and  to  sheep  raisers.
